And others, 
three {ſeverall times were beaten, ſtoned, and ſhame- 
fully increated, and perſecnted'in Stravar. And others at 
Lithmahaga. And others ſhamefully abuſed in the Town of 
4 9 ah] And others ftoned at Kz/bride.And others pi- 
tifally toned, beaten and abuſed ; and ſome blood ſhed at 
Glaſford: And at many other places much harme hath been 
done. Theſe be the Priefts fruits,the bloody Presbyteiy,who 
would have them toned, and ther heads chopped offt;iome 
of the Magiſtrates did ſtop the people for abuiing of them,lo 
that the Priets malice was not altogether (atisfied.

and Chriſtians, and offerers, of what ſort ſoever, 
that have but the name, before thon otters be recon- 
cited to thy brother, go leave the gift at the alter, and 
be reconciled to thy brother, and then come and offer 
thy gift, Mat.5.24. then wilt the Lord accept thy offer- 
ing, and all upon the earth thar prayech ; ſo thar ye 
doe forgive others that treipaſſe againit you, as you 
would have the Lord forgive you your trelpalies. 

Oh how 1s the beauty of the Church of Presbþyterians 
marred, and deformed ! oh how are tizey become Cages 
of unclean birds, Synagogues of Sathan! Oh how are 
their Teachers become envious men, and murtheiers, 
cf Cains Stock, in whom the eternall life is not abide- 
ng: That would club, fone, and chop off heads of 
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ftrangers, ſervants of the Lord God, and Sonnes, and 
Daughters, and Excommunicate, 'and put out of their 
Synagogues3 theſe things have 1 ſpoken unto you, that 
ye thould not be offended, fohn 16. 2. they fhall ex- 
communicate you, yea, the tinte cometh, thar they 
that kill you, ſþall think they do God good fervice ; 
theſe things will they do unto you, becauſe they ne- 
yer knew the Father, nor me; Theſe things have I 
told you before, that when the time comes, ye may 
remember that I told you of them, John 16. 4. ſo the 
fayings of Chriſt are fulfilled by yon that Excommu- 
nicate, and put ont of the Synagogues of the Jewes, 
ve are hke, and theſe are their markes; that they nei- 
their know the Father, nor the Son of God. Theſe 
Temples, Pulpits, Prieſts, that are ſet up, fince the 
dayes of the Apoſtles, are amongſt the falſe Prophets 
that Chriſt ſaid ſhould come, Mat, 7. Mat. 24. and 
John ſaw was come, 1 John 2- 18, 19. and 1 Joþn 4, 1, 
2,3. Which went forth from them, which all the world 
went after, Rev. 13. 3- And theſe Excommunications, 
from yon are, that none ſhould buy nor ſell, but ſuch 
as worfhip the Beaſt, and receive his Marks, Rev. 13. 14. 
And it was the Beaſt that would kill and deſtroy, and 
the Dragon, and the Falſe Prophets, them that kept 
the teſtimony of Jelus, Rey. 12, here 1s the patience 
and faith of the Saints; that by the blood of the 
Lamb that overcomes, that have the teſtimony of Jeſus, 
and kept the commands of God ; ſo the Jewes excom- 
munications which had the true Temple, true Tithes, 
and true Prieſts, which had the Figure, the Type, 
Chriſt being come the ſubſtance, Heh. 10. 34. the ever- 
laſting Prieſt-hood, Heb. 7, the everlaſting Covenant, 
and the one offering, Heb.1o. ſo them that went from 
the prieſthood went to Chriſt; The Jewes did excom- 
municate them out of the Synagogues; now they did 
not know the Son nor the Father that did excom- 
municate, fokn 16. though they had the ficures and 
Types of the Son of God, They held up their outward 


en1ngs; 
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ehings; and ſaw not the Son of God rhe tybſiance 
when he was come, ſo theſe knew not the Son of God 
nor the Father that excommunicated and put out of 
che Synagogues; which Chriſt bad them that was to.be 
put out of the Synagogues, not be offended at. thoſe 
things; he told them before they came to paſſe, Thar 
when theſe things come to paſſe ye may remember 
that. I told you. Now thoſe are they thac Chrift ſaid 
ſhould come; and the Apoſtles ſaw was come, - that 
went forth from them; which hath got up Tythes, and 
Temples, and Pulpits, and Prieſts, and the Prieſts are 
excommunicating out of their Synagogues, and theſe 
muſt neither buy nor ſell with them, nor eat, nor drink, 
nor have nothing to do with them, except they will 
worſhip the beaſt, or his image, and fall down. to him; 
and this is the worſhip of the Beaſt got up fince the 
Apoftles: who apoftatized from the true Church, and 
went forth from them, which all the world wondred 
after and worſhipped, and received his mark and his 
image; They that buy and ſell, and will let others do fo with 
them, that are of them that make war againſt them that 
keep the teſtimony of Jeſus, and the commands of God, 
and againſt the Saints and the Lamb; but the Lamb 
and the Saints ſhall have the vicgory: But the Lamb 
of God, the ſeed of God is riſen; the beaſt and the 
falſe Prophet is taken, which hath long decerved the 
Nations, Revelations 2. The old Dragon, the Serpent, 
the murderer, the deceiver, the devourer, the Mother 
of Harlots, Babylon which hath made all Nations drunk 
with -her fornications, which hath, corrupted the earth, 
Reva4.: which the 'beaſts, and the falſe: Prophets: that 
deceives the Nations, and- the. Antichi3ft,; the falfe Pro» 
phets; ſay they are come but now :\'Thele are decervers 
of the Nations; that ſay they come but now ; for Chriſt 
faid they thould come, and Fohn ſaid they were come 
before his 'deceaſe, whereby he faid he knew it was 
the laſt tume; and in the Revelations he ſaid, all the 


world went after them, and all Nations have drunk -

the wine of her fornications, and the Kings of the earth 
have committed fornications with her, Rev.17.2. (mark 
the word have) and the falle Prophets fay they come 
bue now, and now is the laſt time, And theſe are the 
deceivers of the Nations that ſay ſo. Now are people 
but coming from them; and now 1s the judgement of 
the great whore come; and now 18 vials of wrath co be 
powred upon her that hath corrupted the earth, and 
now ſhall they go into captivity, Rev.13. Rev.1. 4. and 
18. And now ſhall people come to that which the falſe Pro- 
phets, the beaft, and the Mother of Harlots went from, 
all cheſe heads and horns, and Crowns, will turn againſt 
others with their tongues, Languages; and Babylon, that 
nath been amongſt them; and now 1s the ſeed of God 
riten, which overthrowes all the excommunicators upon 
the earth, both beaſt and falſe Prophets and Fewes both, 
which ſeed of God brings to ſee to the beginning. Glor 
to the higheſt for ever; and Fewes and Gentiles, beaſts 
and falſe Prophets, and 1s at the top of them all, and .

Fobn Caſtairs, and James Durram Prieſt of Glaſgow,

cutes for them ; they have a form of godlineſs, but the wit- 
nels lies {lain in them, and they matter not for that r1- 
fing ; for in that rifing all the deeds, words and actions 
come to light, and then if the witneſs of God atiſe in 
them, they will not be offended ac ſuchas reproves ſin
